Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17 and 19-26, drawn to a composition, classified in class 522, 
subclass 141. 

II. Claims 18 and 28-41 , drawn to a coated medical device, classified in class 
604, subclass 265. 

Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as coating for non- 
medical articles and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct since there is nothing 
on this record to show them to be obvious variants. Additionally the independent 
"coated" claims 27 and 28 require additional limitations (ie absorbance, 
noncrosslinking). Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that 
this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: various unsaturated resins (monomers?). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 18,27-34,40 and 41 generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or othenvise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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During a telephone conversation with Lisa Lindquist on 1/31/06 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of II, claims 18 and 27-41. In 
addition, the species of di(meth)acrylates was elected. Claim 39 is considered a 
nonelected species. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to 
this Office action. Claims 1-17.19-26 and 39 withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b). as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18,27-38,40 and 41 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims call for an unsaturated resin, yet the species of "unsaturated resins" 
claimed by applicant (eg #37) are monomers - not resins. Furthermore, even if 
applicant intends the monomers to be in their polymerized form, the unsaturation of 
these monomers are no longer present. 

The monoacrylates of claim 37 do not qualify as claim 36's diacrylate. The 
methacrylates of claim 37 are not acrylates required by claim 36. 

Claim 18 is dependant on a nonelected claim. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.G. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
. use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 18.27-38.40 and 41 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gould '583. 

Gould (abstract) suggests canulae having a coating made by reacting a 
diacrylate in the presence of a hydrophilic polyurethane. The diacrylate can be 
polyethyleneglycoldiacrylate (example XIII), The polyurethane has polyether segments 
(see examples). The composition can be initiated by UV with azobutyronitrile (col 3 line 
53-57). Presumably, Gould's polyetherurethane has the required absorbance because it 
has the same polyether segements preferred by applicant (page 2 line 30 of spec). 

Garcia '540 (col 7 line 9-11) is cited for its teaching that azobutyronitrile qualifies 
as a UV initiator.
